James is a conscientious objector 
and protege of Roger Baldwin. for- 
mer secretary of the Civic League.

Explaining his conscientious ob- 
jections, James says in his letter: 

“Tf refuse to recognize any Govern- 
ment’s right to tell me when I shal! 
go out and kill my fellow human be- 
ings. This cause 1 consider the real 
liberty, the liberty of a man’s 
conscience. And that, I am 
willing to lay down my ifiife 
for, just as thousands are aoing to- 
day on the fields of Europe, sacrific- 
ing their all for their ideals.” 

In his letter. a copy of which 
James sent to the Post-Dispatch, he 
states that he constantly kept the 
board informed of his movements, 
and that the reason he failed to ap- 
pear when called was that when the 
notice was received by him there 
was not time for him to reach St. 
Louis. He said a telegram asking the 
board what he should do was not an- 
swered.

“IT think it is the way to get in 
touch with the country,” he said to 
a friend in talking the plan over. He 
liked also being forced to be brief. 
He knew that brevity would enable 
him to reach the people where di- 
fuseness would make them _ turn 
away.

The for- 
tune of war is notoriously fickle and 
no man can be so presumptuous as to 
foretell the result of the -present 
struggle. But even if fortune were 
ever so fickle and the momentary 
success of the enemy ever so great 
weand the Americans, with our 500.- 
00,000 of people, our immense re- 
sources and the indomitable will of 
eur fellow countrymen, mtst see this 
war through until victory is won, no 
matter ho. many more years it may 
take to win it. This irrevocable de- 
cision iust enter the bones of every 
single citizen of our two nations and

OUR BATTLE LINES. | 

Our entering the war a year ago‘has not won! 
the war. But this we can say—it has prevented | 
Germany from winning the war. Without the | 
help of the United States Great Britain and '| 
France could not have withstood the tragic re- 
sults of the Russian collapse. In that great | 
crisis we were their salvation. We saved France, 
we saved Great Britain. We made it possible for 
them to stand and hold. . But for us they would | 
already have beén overwhelmed. | 

The war is now entering a new phase, so far as | 
the American people are concerned. Division aft-. 
er division of our troops is wt its way to the 
firing line to play its part in sustaining the at- 
tacks of the German legions. Every month sees | 
more American soldiers landed in France than 
Meade commanded at the battle of Gettysburg, 
and they must go still faster aoe tee until the | 
end of the war. af | 

As a people the conflict has not yet made a/| 
profound impression upon us. Thus far our self-| 
denial has been little, our sacrifices smal!, our 
suffering trifling. We have endured none of that | 
agony which has been the daily portion of the | 
French people for nearly four years, and which 
has finaily made the war such a terrible reality to | 
the British. This nation has not yet gone down | 
into the valley of the shadow of death and met the | 
eternal verities of this Titanic struggle. 

But that is coming. It is probably coming soon. | 
The war may go on one year, two years, three! 
years yet before it is won, and from this time on 
a larger and larger share of the responsibility | 
and of the service must rest upon the people and 
Government of the United States. No American 
is a patriot who hesitates or quibbles or falters | 
or whines, whatever may be exacted of him. No.

* FREE BELGIUM. 

Paul U. Kellog, editor of The Survey, who has 
been investigating the little corner of Belgium 
that remains free, tells about it in a 32-page sec- 
tion to the current issue of that periodical. 

It appears that free Belgium is only a trifle 
larger than St. Louis, being 25 miles in extreme 
length and about 15 miles at its greatest width. 

In this small area, no part of which is beyond 
the reach of German shells or bombs, 90,000 Bel- 
gian civilians, of whom probably 10,000 are chil- 
dren, live as best they can, intermingled with the! 
troops and ™ peril day and night. Many of them, 
including children, have been killed or crippled 
in the four years since the war began. 

The Belgian Government has removed some 
6000 children from this territory and placed them 
in homes and colonies in Switzerland and France. 
The American Red Cross, last September, created 
a department for Belgium and is doing a great 
work for the relief of this free corner of the coun- 
try. Previous to that, it had been almost over- 
looked. The department is now arranging to 
remove 600 other children, who are in places of 
special danger, to safe quarters. 

The work of the Red Cross has been enormously 
increased as a result of the German advance, and 
if the allies’ lines fail to hold back that part of 
the German army in the Flanders trenches, free |
